CHAPTER I 
Statement of the Problem 


To analyze ten Junior High School History 
Textbooks with regard to their treatment of World War I, 
To compare these books by means of such classifications 
as extent of content treatment, geographical consideration 
men, nationalities, dates, events, organizations, activi- 
ties, and miscellaneous details, To derive from such a 
study pertinent conclusions not only from the individual 
texts but also with regard to their relative points of 


educational value in relation to one another, 


A further step in the problem is to compare 
the current findings along the lines mentioned above 
with those made in a previous study in order to ana- 
lyze the points of similarity and difference, and to 
note in what specific ways changing times and view- 
points have been reflected in the more recent accounts 


of the previous World War, 


Finally, in concluding, to summarize briefly 
the relative merits or apparent weak points as they appear 
to the writer of the study in order to facilitate a rapid 
decision with regard to the educational value of each 


textbook considered, 
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CHAPTER II 
THE PROCEDURE 


Ten junior high school history books were 
selected, The choice was based upon two considerations: 
present use in the schools, and recent publication, All 
books used have been published since 1936; and three of 


them were copyright in 1945, 


Further amplification of the method of analysis 
will be given in Chapter III, Phe general procedure is 


given below: 


1. An approximate word count was made of 
each text, 

2. An actual count was made in each text

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CHAPTER III 
ANALYSIS OF THE TEXTBOOKS 


Extent of Content Treatment in Hach Text, 


The first consideration was the amount of space 
given to World War I in each textbook, An average 
was made of words in each line of a paragraph chosen 
at random, The total number of lines in each text 
was multiplied by the average number of words in 
each line, A careful estimate was made of fractional 
parts of lines, that is, lines that were cut up by 
pictures, maps, and charts or incomplete at the 


end of paragraphs, 


The number of words were divided into two 
groups: the first group included the number of 
words written about World War I from the begin- 
ning of the war in Burope to the entrance of the 
United States(1914--1917); the second group 
consisted of the number of words from the de- 
claration of war by the United States until the 
end of the war(1917--1918), This method is more 
accurate than giving only the number of pages be- 
cause of the wide variation in print and size of 


the pages in different textbooks,

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The Geography of the Textbooks 


he Countries 


There are sixty one countries mentioned in all 
ten texts, The distribution according to continents 


is as follows: 


Europe 34 

Asia 7 

North America 20 
South America 9 
Africa 1 


In the ten textbooks, Germany is mentioned 
a total of three hundred and thirteen times, the 
United States, Two hundred and twenty; and France, 
one hundred and ninety four times, The total 
number of times that a country is mentioned in 
all books ranges from the above listed numbers 
to the following list of countries that have 
been mentioned only once: Argentina, Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Ecuador, Egypt, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Honduras, India, Iraq, Liberia, Montenegro, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, Prussia, Scotland, 


Siam, Syria, Ukraine, and Uruguay, 


Book J mentions the greatest number of 


different countries with a total of forty six, 
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The following books have the next greatest 
total number of different countries mentioned: 
Book G, Thirty one; Book H, Thirty; Book D, twenty 


fime; and Books C and I, twenty four, 


Book B mentions the smallest number of dif- 


ferent countries, giving only twelve, 


From this study, it appears that students might 
get an altogether different conception of World War 
I, or even of the same historical event from these 
texts, <A student who uses a text mentioning forty 
six different countries, even if mentioned only 
once, derives a much more inclusive impression of 


the first world conflict as a World War than the 


student whose source of information is confined to 
a study of twelve different countries, However, 
this is not the only consideration: to mention 
too great a number of countries may cause a con- 


fused impression, 


There are several omissions worthy of note, 
also: Serbia is not mentioned in Book A, However, 
this is a 1945 edition; and the identity of the 


principal players in the World War I tragedy have 
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been overshadowed by the importance of World War II, 


Serbia is mentioned only once in Books B, D, and H, 
However, Book J(1940) mentions Serbia eleven times, 
The total number of times Serbia has been mentioned 


in the ten textbooks is thirty seven, 


Austria-Hungary is mentioned by Book I only 
once; and Hungary is not mentioned at all, Book A 
omits mention of Turkey and America; but includes 
the United States seven times, Apparently, in the 
case of America and the United States, the part 


is standing for the whole,

Book C--tied with Book I for mentioning twenty four 
countries, Germany holds the leading place, 
with forty two times, France is mentioned 
twenty eight times, the exact number found 
in Book A, America, omitted in Book B, is 
mentioned eighteen times in Book C, the 
largest number of all the textbooks; Bel- 
gium, thirteen times; Russia, ten times; 
England, eight times; Austria-Hungary, seven 

times, The following are mentioned five times 

each: Great Britain, Holland, Italy, Serbia, 
and the United States, 
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Book C is the only one to mention Luxemburg with 
a total of three times; Switzerland and Turkey, twice, 
Once each, Austria, Bulgaria, China, Denmark, Japan, 


Mexico, Poland, Rumania, and Yugoslavia, 


Book D --has a total of twenty five countries, bringing 


it to about the middle point on the list, The 
emphasis is again upon Germany, with a total

six, The following are mentioned three 
times each: Italy, Russia, Turkey, 
America, Belgium, and Bulgaria, Japan, 
Siberia, and England, twice each, Once 
respectively: Austria, Greece, Hungary, 
Ireland, Norway, Rumania, Scotland, 

and Switzerland, The emphasis is 

plainly upon the United States, and its 
relationship to France and Germany, All 
other countries seem to be merely back 


ground in this particular text, 


Book F: --France holds a slight lead in this book,

There is a decided drop to Great Britain,

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However, Italy, Russia, and Austria with 


a total of ten are mentioned more often in this 


book than they are anywhere else, There is another 


decided drop in the mention of America, six times; 


Belgium, eigth times; England, seven times; Japan, 


four; Serbia, four; three times each: Bulgaria, 


Rumania, and Turkey; twice, China, Gzechoslovakia; 


and Finland once only: Canada, Denmark, Holland,

Austria-Hungary, Book B omits it also, 


Book G--has a total of thirty two countries, second on 


the list, but with a drop of fifteen behind the 
leader, Book J, Germany is decidély in the lead 
being mentioned thirty-six times, three times 
the number given to the United States, which 
comes next with a total of twelve, Austria- 
Hungary, apparently considered next in im- 
portance, has a total of ten times, the greatest 
number given to it anywhere, The following are 
given almost equal consideration: Great 
Britain, nine; Italy, eight; Russia, eight;

As indicated in this study, the authors of the 
books seem to indicate that Germany is the prin- 
Cinpal figure around which World War I revolved, 
and the books vary in the number of times other 
Countries are mentioned as the individual writer's 
@pinion varies in regard to their importance with 
regard to the principal aggressor, However, in 
general, enough emphasis seems to have been given 
to the principal b elligerents to give clearly the 
idea that the United States, France, England, and 
Italy were deeply involved, 

In general, from a careful study of these 
texts in relation to the countries mentioned, the 


following conclusions may be drawn: 
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(1) The World War I was decidedly a European War 


(although the more recent texts find symptoms 
of the difficulties leading to that conflict 
in many distant parts of the world; and 
find the disaster affecting many countries 
not connected with Europe, ) 

(2) Germany heads the list in prominence among 
the European countries although the im- 
portance of the United States is recognized 
in almost every instance, (This is especially 
true of the more recent books which view the 
conflict as a world trend, ) 

93) The number of countries minor in size and im- 
portance mentioned varies with the author's 
estimate of how mch bearing they have upon 


the activity of the main belligerents,

Maps 
Maps can be either very valuable, or more or less 
useless, depending upon their use and interptetation 
by the teacher, Maps should, however, if correctly 
used, provide a fund of valuable information, [If 
properly explained, they give the pupil a sense of (+ 
distance and proportion that he could not possibly 
obtain from the mere written or spoken word, Even if 
the te acher does not direct the pupil's attention 
constantly to this type of material, he will obtain 
some information from his own examination of maps, | 
Some textbooks may be overcrowded with maps, and 
still be of little value, Others may have only a few | 
but these may be of the type to give valuable in- 
formation as well as to stimulate further endeavors 
in some particular field, An analysis of the maps 
used in the ten source textbooks will show this point | 
more clearly, | 
In the first place, consider the number of maps 
used in the different books:the greatest number of iu. 
maps occurs in Book D, a total of three maps; Books 
A, ©, F, and I, two each; Books B, E, G, and H, J, 
one each, All books listed have ait least one map, 
There are nine different maps used in the 


ten textbooks; a total of sixteen maps used in all, 
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Seven of the ten textbooks show: Offensives on 
the Western Front in 1918, Showing the Part Taken 
by the A, E, F, The seven books are: A, B, C, D, 8, 
F, and G, The United States Today appears twice--in 
Books F and I, respectviely, The following appear 
once each: Eastern Front, Book J; Italian Front, 
Book C; Lands in Europe Lost to Germany: Book H; 
Western Front in The First World War: Book I; The 
Great Powers in the 1920's, Book A; The Presiden- 
tial Election of 1920, Book D; and Territorial Change 
in Europe since 1923, Book D, 
Of the sixteen maps included, ten are maps 
of battlefields, and six are political divisions, 
Of the other six maps listed: 
Once--Lands in Europe lost to Germany 
Once--The Great Powers in the 1920's 
Once--The Presidential Blection of 1920 


Twice-The United States Today 
Once--Territorial Changes in Europe since 192 


In most cases, not the event, but its cause 
is the more important factor; the time, the reason, 
and the result of any given event must be con- 
sidered. From a study of the causes of events, 
some knowledge may be gained which will help in 
a@ prediction of future events, 


Most of these texts show the map of the 
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offensives on the western front, This is interesting 
detail; but has practically nothing to do with the 
causes and results of the first World War, The maps 
showing Lands lost to Germany; and Territorial Changes 
in Europe do not give specific details; but they do 
give results, results that will last until the time 
when great nations might again bring causes that 
would influence them in their desires for further 
conquests, The map of the Great Powers in the 
1920's shows how the chief countries looked 
when the outward manifestations of World War I 
had ceased; and is also, unfortunately a forerunner 
of how they were to look under the shadow of the 
approaching World War II, The Presidential Elec- 
tion of 1920; shown once; and the map of "The Uni- 
ted States NS seen in two textbooks, is in- 
dicative of the growing recognition by many people 
of the predominance of the United States in world 
affairs, so much so that its personal affairs could 
influence the destiny of many other countries, 

In general ong might say(1) every textbook 
author seems to recognize the need of at least 
one map(2) there seems to be wide difference of 
opinion regarding which maps to use; (3) the 
majority of the maps still cling to details; 


(4) few maps show causes and results,

Men may make events; and events may make men, 
Whichever may be the case, men hold an important place 
in recording history, The lives of growing children 
are often influenced by theird esire to emlate some 
hero of history, For that reason, it is very import- 
ant in relating events to place the emphasis upon per- 
sonages of major importance; rather than upon a large 


number of persons of minor importance, 


In the ten books, forty five different men 
are mentioned, Thirty five of these are Americans, 
and ten are Europeans, This would tend to appear 
that although this was a European War, and titled 
“World War I", it is the Americans who are em- 


phasized in the textbooks, 


In regard to particular Americans upon whom 
the emphasis has been placed, Wilson is by far the 
favorite, He is mentioned by every book, with a 
total of one hundred thirteen times in all, Book 
E mentions him the greatest number of times, with 
a total of twenty five, Next in line is Pershing 
with a total of twenty five times, which is eighty 
eight less than Wilson's total, Hoover is third, 
with a total of seventeen; Foch, fourth, with 
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a total of sixteen; and the Archduke Férdinand, fifth, 
with nine, 


Of the books having the greatest list of names, 
Book D leads with sixty four, In this, the following 
are mentioned most often: Wilson, twenty five; 
Pershing, four; and Harding, three, This is the 
only place where George Creel appears, with a 


total of five times, 


Book E, second with forty one times, mentions

In this particular part of the study, the dates 
appear isolated from the corresponding events, It is 
difficult to derive pertinent significance from such a 
list except with regard to the number of dates men- 
tioned, the frequency with which a date appears, or

once, 


There are one hundred four dates listed in 
all. Some of these occur only once in any of the 
ten textbooks considered, The greatest number of 


times any date is mentioned occurs in the cases of

The right type of pictures intermingled with 
written accounts can do mech to help clarify the

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A Comparison with a Previous Study 
In General 


In comparing my study with that made in 1952, 

I notice many similarities, and some rather striking 
differences, This is especially true in the books 
copyright in 1945 which give a great deal of detail 
to World War II, while World War I is lined up with 
the conflicts of 1898, the Civil War, the Revolu- 
tion, etc, In other words, it is "just another war"; 
but in the earlier books which earry only World War I 
the attitude is that it stood alone as "The most 
terrible war in the history of the world", or, 
hopefully, "the war to end all warS®, I would like 
to trace this comparison of the two studies briefly 
through the various classifications analyzed, 
The Word Content 

It is a little difficult to make an exact 
comparison in this respect since eleven books were 
used in the previous study, and only ten in this, 
However, the figures given below may give some 


impression of how the two studies lined up,

In the previous study, sixty countries were 

considered; in the current study, there are sixty one 
countries, This is caused by the fact that four 
countries considered in the previous study did not 
appear in any of the textbooks considered in the 
later investigation; and five countries not men- 
tioned in the previous study were added to the list 
for this, The countries not appearing\this study are: 
Armenia, the German Republic, Persia, and the 
Turkish Empire. Those added are: Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, Costa Rica, Ecuador, Peru, and Uruguay, 

The two studies rate as follows on the leading 
countries mentioned, that is, the countries having the 


largest number of times mentioned,

Five of the maps are the same in both 
studies, namely: Eastern Front, Italian Front,

the Western Front, and the Western Front in the 


World War I, The following items do not appear 


in the current study: Balkans in 1914, Battle 
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Battle Fronts, German Front in France and Belgium in 191 
and League of Nations in 1923, The following were 
added to the current study: The Great Powers in the 
1920's, The Presidential Election of 1920: The United 
States Today; and Territorial Changes in Europe Since 
1923, 

The map showing the western front in the World 
War I was mentioned most often in the previous study, 
being found in four of the textbooks; but in the 
current study the map showing offensives in the 
Western Front in 1918, and also showing the part 
taken by the American Expeditionary Forces is shown 


the most, in seven of the ten textbooks, 


Men 

The previous study listed a total number of 
sixty five different men; the current study, forty 
five men, In the previous study, four nationalities 
were mentioned in the following proportions: Americans, 
thirty eight; Europeans, twenty three; Mexicans, three; 
and Asiatics, one, In tne current study, only two 
nationalities are mentioned, Americans, thirty five, 
and Europeans, ten, In both studies, Wilson is the 
leading character, In both studies he is mentioned 
by every book, in the 1932 study, 128 times; in 1946 


113 times, The lineup on other personages mention:

Nationalities 

The previous study listed thirty seven different 
nationalities; the current study, thirty two different 
ones, In the 1932 study, the Germans had the highest 
individual count of sixty nine, with the greatest 
number of times mentioned, being three hundred eleven, 
In the current study, the Americans have the highest 
individual count of sixty two, eidnidincd the greatest 
number of times mentioned, being two hundred eighty 
two. In the first study, places one, two, and three 
are held by the following: Americans, two hundred 


seventy nine, Frecnch, eighty, and British, seventy 


one; in the current study, second place is held by 
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Germans with two hundred nineteen mentionings; third plex 
place by the British eighty six mentionings; and fourth 


place, by tne French, with sixty seven mentionings, 


Events 


The previous study total one hundredvinety two 


events; the current study, one hundred forty four. Part 
of the reason for the smaller number in the current study 


is the fact that the details leading up to the Buropean

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CHAPTER IV 
CONCLUSION 
The best method for drawing a conclusion from 
this study seems to be by briefly summarizing each 
textbook considered, Hach book has individual 
characteristics; and it is only by a summary of each 
one that its major qualifications and weaknesses may 


be determined, 


Book A 


This book was copyright in 1945; and is 
definitely overshadowed in its treatment of 


World War I by the existence of World War II, 


It has next to the lowest number of words in 
the treatment of events from 1914 to 1917; 
and is correspondigly brief in its discussion 
of events following the declaration of war 

by the United States, It is in ninth place, 
also, in the number of countries mentioned, 
It is among the first five books in its men- 
tion of the events involved; but it omits 
consideration of the assassination of Arch- 

| uke Ferdinand; and the minute details rela- 


tive to the lineup of the opposing forces 


in the European struggle, It does not men- 


tion any of the "Big Four" except Wilson, 
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Book B 


This book, also copyright in 1945, shows a 
similar tendency to condense the account of the 
first World War in favor of the second one, It 
occupies the last place in the number of words 
used for the period 1914--1917; and for the 
total number of words used. It occupies last 
place also in a consideration of the following 
Classifications: places, countries, and nation 
alities, It has the usual number of study aids 
including vocabulary words, important dates, 


and study questions, 


C 


Book 


This is the only book to show a map of 
the Italian front, Its list of events is 
small, placing it among the last four of 
the books considered, It does not dis- 
cuss the activities of the Germans in 
any detail; and omits entirely the League 
of Nations, Also any mention of the "Big 
Four", It has probably the largest number 
of any textbook in regard to pictures; a 
total of thirteen, of which four are 
cartoons, and seven are photographs, and 


one is a reproduction of a newspaper 
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front page showing the "Lusitania, 


Book D 

This book was also copyright in 1945; but 
the account of World War I seems in no way to 
have been sacrificed for a discussion of World 
War II, The number of words used for the 
period 1917--1918 is the second larges; and 
the total number of words used is also second, 
This book holds first place in a number of 
considerations: the number of places and 
men mentioned as well as the number of nat- 
ionalities considered, 

Woodrow Wilson is mentioned more times 
in this book than in any other; and the word 
"Americans¥ is mentioned more in this book 
than elsewhere, Like Book A, it does not 
mention the assassination of the Archduke, 
and barely mentions the connection of 
Russia with the world conflict, 

It is second in the number of events 

enumerated, has the second largest number 
of pictures; and has four pages of study 
helps, including names to identify, sub- 


jects for talks or written reports, questions 
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for understanding the text, activities and 

readings subdivided into general accounts, 

biography, and fiction, This list of study 
helps is exceeded in quality only by those 

found in Book E, 


Book E 

This book is outstanding in two res- 
pects: it stands first in the number of 
events mentioned, and has the most carefully 
planned study helps of any of the books 
considered, Among the events is the 
introduction of Daylight Saving Time, 
This is the only book which mentions that 
happening, Among the study helps are: en- 
riching the vocabulary, identification of 
people, learning by discussion, elaborate 
study maps, study of time graphs, round 
table discussions, a League of Nations 
chart, reading list, and study of pictures 
(including films) and methods of integ- 
rating the social studies with English, 
science, art, and music, Other interesting 
facts about this book are that it holds 
second place in the number of times the 


name of Wilson, and the nationality 
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"American" are mentioned, 


Book F 
First place in the total number of words as well 
as first place in the words used to discuss the 
period 1914--1917 are held by this book, It is 
the only one of the books to carry a unit table of 
the events of the World War I period, It is the 
only book besides Book I to carry a map of the 


"United States Today." 


Book G 
This is an average book, holding a position 
fifth on the list in almost every consideration, 
It has the usual number of maps, pictures, and 
study helps, Its only distinction is that it 


mentions Austria-Hungary ten times, and is the 


only book to do so, 


Book H 


A lack of mention of men characteristics this 
book, The only man mentioned is Woodrow Wilson, 
and he is mentioned only once, This book has 
the briefest number of words used in telling 
the account ofthe period 1917--1918, It is 


the only book to carry a map of the lands in 
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Europe lost to Germany as a result of World 

War I, It mentions the United States, Russia, 
and Great Britain more than any other book, 

It omits the account of the assassination of the 
Archduke, the fact that Pershing commanded the 
American forces, and the establishment of the 
League of Nations, It is the only book to 

carry tables showing the value of food exported 


to the European countries by the United States, 


Book I 


Book J 


This book, like Books A, D, and H, omits 
the mention of the murder of the Archduke, and 
also overlooks the existence of Foch, It is 
the only book to carry a map of the Western 
Front in the World War, It is the only book 
to use the term, Western World", and the 
name of Soissons. It is average in all ohter 


respects, 


First place in the number of countries 
mentioned is held by this book, among them 
Germany and Serbia, which it mentions more 
than is done by any other book, It is the 


only one to show a map of the "Eastern 
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Front", It is also the only one to mention 
the names of Jutland, Metz, Dardanelles, 
Dunkirk, and Boulogne, In all other con- 


siderations, it is average, 


The reader of this thesis might be led 
to ask just what are the practical conclu- 
sions that could be drawn from such a study 
as this, In the first place, it brings home 
to th teacher the fact that the history of a 
period is rarely ais eee a adequately by one 
text. There is a great diversity in the 
manner in which events are mentioned in 
regard to which are stressed, Which ignored 
etc, Likewise , the study aids, maps, pictures 
etc,, as well as suggestions for further 
study are almost never found in identical 
form in several textbooks, 

Such a study as this may lead educators 
to select the books which seems best to cover 
the material needed for the course as a basic 
text; and guide their choice of supplementary 
books which are indispensable if the dis- 
cussion of the subject is to be adequate, 


Teaches hould be skeptical of such books 
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as Book H which mentions only one man rather 
than those a cd give a better coverage of 
the entire situation, 

The existence of World War II whcih is 
now being considered in the current text- 
books, and will be considered even more as 
time goes by, gives thought to the possib- 
ility of many new studies on World War TI: 

@ possible project might be a comparison 

of the similarities and differences between 
the two conflicts, as well a tabulated 
study of countries, places, names, events, 
dates and other considerations after the 


pattern of analysis of this study, 
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The following tables show the relative positim 
of the books to one another as they have been divided 
into different units,
